by handing him the po wer to 
revo ke bingo licenses after a 
hearing o n the co mplaint. 
The bill wo uld also limit to 
two the num ber o f licenses 
which co uld be co mbined to 
co nduct a bingo gam e jo intl3% 
thereby do ubling the $ 750 in 
prize mo ney which co uld be 
dispensed at a single day ’s 
sessio n. 
“ This game o f co mbining 
licenses is o ut o f hand,” Riu- 
quest 
said. 
Three o r fo ur 
licenses are being co mbined 
in so m e instances in Omaha, 
he said, thereby tripling and 
quadrupling 
the 
max imum 
prize mo ney . 
A further tightening o f the 
law wo uld be 
required 
by 
specifically pro viding that the 
$ 750 limitatio n includes 
no t 
o nly cash and merchandise 
given fo r winning 
a 
bingo 
gam e, but o ther prize-sharing 
gimmicks no w being used.

French President Charles de Gau lle. Hav ing resig ned 
the 
electio n defeat o f a 
pro po sed 
g o v ernment. De Gau lle beco mes the 
War II allied fig u res to leav e pu blic

his o ffice fo llo wing 
reo rg anizatio n o f the 
Wo rld 
last o f famo u s 
life. 
( ertainly . Oe Gau lle had beco me a leg end, to the po int 
where o ne blindl> wo nders u h at no w will beco me o f France. 
While the fo rmer g eneral had am assed a g reat reserv o ir 
o f animo sity thro u g ho u t the wo rld, as well as his o wn 
co u ntry , his perso nal capactiy fo r leadership was bey o nd 
do u bt. 
When he came to po wer 10 y ears ag o . France was 
o n the v erg e o f to tal disa.ster. One g o \crnmciit after ano ther 
had flo u ndered o n the ro ck.s o f po litical tu rmo il and eco no mic 
u ncertainty . Fo r the first time since the end o f the war. 
De Gau lle bro u g ht France stability in bo th areas. 
Bu t it was the state o f the eco no my that u ltimately 
bro iiaht the hau g hty De Gau lle do wn. While he su rv iv ed 
a stu dent and labo r u nio n rev o lt o f a y ear ag o . the co nfro nta­ 
tio n g reatly weakened his administratio n and set the stag e 
fo r the neg ativ e v o te in the Su nday referendu m. 


★ 
France u nder De Gau lle was o ften a tho rn in the side 
o f the allies, pu lling o u t o f the military side o f the .\o rth 
Atlantic Treaty Org anizatio n, v eto ing Eng land’s entry into 
the Eu ro pean Co mmo n Market, separating Western Eu ro pe 
fro m the United States and establishing friendly ties with 
Ru ssia. 
In his o wn co u ntry and amo ng so me eco no mists o f the 
wo rld, lie sto o d by the franc o nly fo r the sake o f o bstinancy . 
So me felt that dev alu atio n o f the franc was the o nly o rderly 
m anner in which to resto re its streng th. 
In refu sing to dev alu e. De Gau lle pu shed au sterity u po n 
his o wn peo ple and it m ay hav e been this, wdiether it 
was rig ht o r wTo ng . that u ndermined his su ppo rt amo ng 
the v o ters. An electo rate g enerally do es no t like to tig hten 
its eco no mic belt and can seldo m be co nv inced that it 
needs to do so . 
De Gau lle was su ch a perso nally do minant fig u re and 
wielded su ch stro ng po litical po wer that it is a sho ck to 
realize he has reMg ned his o ffice. No w, tho u g hts mu st tu rn 
to the co nsequ ences o f his actio ns. 


★ 
It is here that thing s are no t so clear. Perhaps the 
g reatest criticism that can be lev eled at De Gau lle is the 
rnanner in which he has left o ffice, witho u t pro v iding fo r 
mu ch o f any co ntinu ity in the affairs o f the natio n. 
If the French president were wro ng in his po licies and 
bis dreams o f g lo rv fo r France, it is no w u p to o thers 
to pro v e the po int. In do ing so . it will be their respo nsibility 
lo bu ild a natio n and a wo rld in which the o ld pro blems 
bre so lv ed. 
Ftim alely , that beco mes the ro le o f the critic — he 
m u st beg in to pro v e in actio n the v alidity o f his o wn po sitio n. 
The United States is no w 
awaiting this fro m President 
Richard M . \ix o n and the sam e thing no w faces France. 
i 
Will a mo deratio n o f the po licies o f the French g eneral 
co ntribu te to the peace o f the wo rld and the stability o f 
the eco no mv o f that 
and o ther natio ns? All we can do 
is wait and' see w'hat ciiang es are m ade and what 
effect 
they hav e o n the scene. 


★ 
, 
Bu t we do kno w tliat the o ld m u st mo v e o n and a 
way cleared fo r different peo ple and different appro aches 
to the jiro blems o f so ciety . There is no t a po litical o r 
eco no mics sy stem in ex istence where this is no t the case. 
The dictato rships o f co mmu nism may ev o lv e mo re slo wly 
than the stru ctu res o f demo cracy bu t ev en the co mmu nists 
find that thing s will 
no t stay the sam e y ear after y ear. 
Ru t chang e is o f no intrinsic v alu e so tho se who 
aie a 
])arly to it mu st make it an asset o r it is likely lo beco me 
a liabilitv . 
Fran'ec is a v ital part o f the wo rld, a natio n o f so me 
51» millio n peo ple who se fu tu re is clo sely allig ncd with o u r 
o wn. The resig natio n o f De Gau lle bring s an era to an 
end blit this will be an adv antag e o nly if his su ccesso rs 
hav e the ability to m ake it su ch.

As the academic y ear qu ickly co mes 
to ano ther end, bu siness and indu stry are 
repo rted anx io u s to hire a certain kind 
o f g radu ate. Specifically , they want the 
well edu cated black g radu ate. Tlio u sands 
o f jo bs are repo rtedly av ailable fo r the 
100 blacks who will earn m a ste r’s deg rees 
by the end o f the cu rrent scho o l y ear. 
Bu t the indu stries and bu sinesses hav e 
been to ld that this is no t the answer to 
tlie racial pro blem. The racial pro blem is 
larg ely a pro blem o f po v erty and that in- 
\o lv es the tlio u sands o f peo ple liv ing in 
the g hetto s, no t ju st a few hig hly edu cated 
blacks. 
The po int is that bu siness and indu stry 
canno t so lv e the pro blem by hiring tho se 
few edu cated peo ple. Rather, it mu st seek 
to pro v ide the means by whicli this small 
co re 
o f 
edu cated 
blacks 
can 
be 
the 


mo tiv ating fo rce behind impro v ed co ndi­ 
tio ns fo r all the residents o f the natio n’s 
g hetto s.

But 
the fascination of separating the component 
]>arts of Lindner’s style, either in pictures 
from earlier years when it is so easy or 
in recent ones of greater complication, 
comes not from discovering the sources 
of his style but in the discovery that what 
his stvie is m ade of has little to do with 
what it is — nothing to do, really, since 
his art is altogether his own.

None of the Germanness of Lindner s 
art should be surprising since, after all, 
he was born in Germanv in 19 01 and studied 
and worked there until he was 32. Nor 
should any Frenchness, since in 19 33 he 
fled to Paris and did not emigrate to New 
York until 19 41. Rather, the surprising thing 
is that his work is so American, since 
his formaUve years were spent elsewhere. 
P a rt of the e.xplanation is that Lindner,

So far as I know. Lindner has never 
paimed a cabaret. For that m a t t e r , he 
seldom defines a locale. But our motorcycle 
gangs, our thugs, our population of dope 
addicts, our muggings, beatings and burn­ 
ings, our parade of freaks, whores, and 
obscenities of all kinds — all these are 
parts of the apocalyptic honkytonk that has 
taken over the New York streets.

Theater Homeless In Boston

New York — Do you rem em ber, y e ps 
ago in some edition of “New Faces,” Alice 
Ghostley singing “The Boston Beguine” ? 
A sad ballad of thwarted love, it began, 
I recall, with the words “ it happened in 
Boston . . 
On more than one occasion 
since then, it has occurred to me that 
very little does happen in Boston. Harvard, 
of course, has become a different m atter. 
Last weekend I went to Boston to see 
what 
conceivably 
might 
be 
the 
final 
performance of the Boston Ballet. With a 
bit of luck this particular disaster will be 
averted, but other hazards will soon be 
on their way. All our performing arts in­ 
stitutions are facing hard times. Atlanta, 
for example, which only last year opened 
its Arts Center with such a flourish and 
such sensible hopes, failed to maintain its 
promises. The wind of trouble is blowing 
in fitful gusts even through the elegant 
plaza of Lincoln Center, and many of our 
best theaters are crawling along gallantly 
overhopeful, miserably underfinanced. 
The Boston Ballet was formed in 19 63, 
by virtuallv the direct intervention of the 
Ford Foundation. Like the Pennsylvania 
Ballet and one or two otliers, it was one 
of Ford’s babies and, in these instances, 
the Foundation proved a pretty perceptive 
midwife. The company has had a veiy 
tough life during the five and a half years 
of its existence. Although it has produced 
something like 40 ballets — most of them 
judiciously selected revivals — it has never 
had a perm anent home. Also, it has haci 
to build up its company very slowly, very 
often using guest artists in principal roles, 
rather as might an emerging opera com­ 
pany. But finally it has had to cope with 
the artistic inertia of Boston and Boston 


businessmen. 
Boston 
itself 
could 
t r y 
harder. 


The other week the Theater Company 
of 
Boston 
cam e 
to 
New 
York’s 
off 
Broadway and was thrilling with its stan­ 
dard of acting and staging. But does Boston 
really care? And now we have the case 
of the Boston Ballet — in desperate straits, 
perhaps going down for the third and last 
time. Will Boston save it? 
| 


The financial problems encountered by 
the Boston Ballet seem to be neither those 
caused by business m ism anagem ent nor 
artistic inadequacy. They simply do not | 
have enough money to m ake their proper

And 
the 
Foundation 
cannot

everything — esiiecially where strong local ' 
support is lacking. 


At the beginning of this season the, 
company’s fortunes appeared to have hit; 

The Foundation dickered overj 
whether to renew its grant in some formi 
— understandably so, in view of the local 
response — and the theater in which it 
had been playing, the Back Bay Theater, 
was demolished to make room tor one of 
the car-parks for which Boston is fast 
becoming famous.

A year ago at this time, seven of the eight Big Eight 
football camps had returning starters directing their of­ 
fenses from under center. 


This spring, there are only three — Lynn Dickey

Nebraska appears to be the only other team at this 
time with a possibility of having a rookie signal caller 
and that would happen only if sophs Van Brownson or

Patrick, although riding the bench most of last season 


after losing his job to Ernie Sigler in the Wyoming opener, 
has more experience than anyone else in the league with the 
exception of Bob Anderson, a two-year starter at Col­ 
orado.
